I am allways exceedingly wary of my brain-waves, 
it is with extreeme caution that I present to you a few after-thoughts 
and changes to TG-hS Kingmaker since reading some*" "Kingmaker articles in 
the General so kindly provided by :>avid Cox. 

Although I certainly do not put myself in the same 
class of boardf;amer as Don Turn bull et al,- it seemed to rne that the 
simultaneous movement in his PBM version of the game is somewhat flawed. 
One of the important concepts of players moving in sequence is that it 
allows each one to easily move into a space occupied by the other, pre- 
cipitating as often as not - combat. It didn't take a £reat deal of 
imma^ination to see that by si-movement it was virtualy impossible to 
anticipate where 'the scurvy knave' was likely to end his movement dur- 
ing the turn. The only way field combat aws likely to happen was v.- hen 
everybody had finished si -mo vemon t and on the off chance that opposing 
factions happened to be in tne same space, or lhat uuring movement any 
armies so crossing paths would be allowed to have comoat and then muve 
on - V:-ry messy, and a nightmare for the GM. So, I ^o t back to basics, 
set the game up, and here are the results; 

1. All previous rules and notes published in the May TG-b are still valid 
unless contradicted and/or supplanted by the following: 

2. There is no sitnmul taneous movement. Instead the players will follow 
order as specified in the rules viz: 

Chancellor; bishops Can teroury ; York ; Durham; Carlisle etc;. Tf any 
player has no such office allocation, then the orut_r will tfo to 
combat strengths. 

Players v.ill be notified of thuir turn order by the herald. EACH 
player will receive an event card ^OT one card for all. dow this will 
happen I.; as follows ( in a 5 player £ame);
